Senator Turner, 
acting for his democratic colleagues, pre- 
pared a resolution declaring it to be the 
sense of the senate thaf the names of 
Senators Tillman and MoLaurin should be 
restored to the senate roll and, in addi- 
tion, asserting that thoze two senators 
are “entitled to vote on all questions com- 
ing Defore he senate.”

The adjournment of the senate for the 
day also was decided upon at the forenoon 
conference of the republican leaders. The 
announcement of Representative Crump’s 
death had reached the senate yesterday, 
but was withheld until today. When the 
republican senators were informed of this 
fact they were only t6o willing to use the 
announcement to secure an adjournment.

FILIPINOS ARE NOT COWARDS.

Governor Taft Gives Instances Where 
They Exhibited Courage; 

Washington, February 25.—The sena.¢c 
committee on ,the Philippines resumed 
{ts sittings today with General Robert H. 
Hughes as witness. General Hughes went 
to the islands in Augyst, 1598, and has 
heen there ever since, until within tne 
past few weeks. He said that soon after 
his arrival he had been appointed provost 
marshal general of Manila. At that time 
the insurrectionary forces were quartered 
in the city and there was free comimu- 
nication between them and: the Ameti- 
cans. When later Aguinaldo was directed 
to move out, he objected strenuously, but 
went. At first, the witness said, the peo- 
ple of the city were quite friendly, but 
by the ist of January, 1899, there was 4 
change in their bearing. This change 
he attributed to Aguinaldo’s infiuence and 
advice. 

General Hughes then described the ccn- 
dition of affairs in Manila which led up 
to the outbreak .of February 4,. 1899. 

The committee adjourned until 10:30 to- 
morrow. 

Governor Taft continued his statein :nt 
hefore the house insular committee to- 
day, dwelling on the good and bad char- 
acteristics of the Filipinos. He denied 
reports that they were cowardly, and re- 
lated an instafce in which a few Fil- 
ipino scouts along with United States 
troops saved the day. As to their treach- 
ery, he said this was due largely to Lheir 
being between two fires, the hostile na- 
tive sentiment on one hand and the 
American sentiment on the other. On 
the whole, he did not regard them as 
sufficiently advanced at present: for se!t- 
government.

TAWNEY WANTS TO-PAY 
BOUNTY TO THE CUBANS 


Bounty To Be Taken Out of Duties

Washington, February 2%.—The republi- 
can members of the house of representa- 
‘tives -met in conference gt 8:15 tonight 
to consider. the question of Cuban rect- 
pFocity, the republican members of the 
ways and means committee having reach- 
ed an agreement to grant reciprocal con- 
‘cession of about 20 per cent. There was 
an unusually attendance, about 1% ‘re- 
publican members being ‘present. ‘Rep- 
resentative Gannon, of Ilfinois, acted as 
chairman. 


Bill Proposed by Payne. 


Chairman Payn:2, of the wafs and mean, 
committee, presented a.b:ll on the lines 
authorized by the republican members of 
the committee, as follows: F 

“That for the purpose of equalizing the 
trade of the United States with Cuba the 
president is hereby authorized, as soon 
as may be done after the establishment 
of an independent government in Ouba 
and the enactment by said government of 
immigration and exclusion laws as fully 
restrictive of immigration as the laws 
of the United States, to enter into nego- 
‘ations with said government with.a view 
to the arrangement of a commercial ag.cel 
ment, in which reciprocal and equivalent 
concessions may be secured in favor of 
the. products and manufactures of the 
United States by rates of duty which 
Shall be less by an amount equivalent to 
at least 20 per cent ad valorem than the 
rates imposed upon the like articles 
»when. imported into Cuba from the most 
favored of other countries; and whenever 
the government of Cuba shall enact such 
immigration laws and shall enter into 
commercial agreement with the United 
‘States and shall make such concession 
in favor of the products and manufac- 
tures thereof as aforesald and which 
agreement, in the judgment of the pres- 
ident, shall be reciprocal and equivalent 
né shall be authorized to proclaim such 
facts, both as to the enactment of such 
immigration laws or the making of such 

reement, and thereafter the imposition 
of the duties imposed by law on all ar- 
.ticles from Cuba into the United States 
shall be suspended and in lieu thereof 
there shall be levied upon all articles 
imported from Cuba 80 per cent of the 
rate of duty now levied upon like articles 
imported from foreign countries. 

“The president shall have power and 
it shall be his duty .whenever he shall be 
satisfied that either such immigration 
laws or such an agreement mentioned 
in this act is not fully executed by the 
government of Cuba, to notify such gov- 
ernment thereof and _ thereafter there 
shall be levied upon all articles imported 
from Cuba the full rate of duty provided 
by law upon articles imported from for- 
eign countries.” 

Mr. ‘Smith made the statement that, 
relying upon the republican assurance of 
protection, about $10,000,000 had been iIn- 
vested in the béet sugar industry in Mich- 
igan, and this .would be imperiled if the 
proposed concession was made.

Osborne and the witness was turned 
over to the defense for cross examina- 
tion. Jones, in reply to Mr. Moore, coun- 
sel for Patrick, then told of his three 
years employment by Mr. Rice. Since 
May 8, 1901, he said. he has been living 
at the boarding house. During those 
eight or nine months he had been out 
walking almost every day and perhaps 
two evenings a week. Ye has had dinner 
at a restaurant with wine and visited

TENTS OF THE SOLDIERS 
‘CARRIED HIGH INTO AIR 


Ships on the Bay Tossed About Like 
. Eggshells—The Transport Solace 
Narrowly Escapes Being 
Smashed—Communica- 
tion Cut Off. 


- 


San Frencisco, February 25.—Ome of the 
heaviest southwest storms that has been 
experienced in many years struck this city 
this rairnirg. The wind attaining great 
velccity, blowing 45 miles an hovr in the 
city, while at Point Reyes it reached 6 
miles «t 7:30 o'clock. Ships dragged their 
anchors or broke their moorings at their 
docks, a fishing boat was capsized, the 
telephone and electric wires were down, 
and awnings, shade trees and fences: were 
wrecked and pedestrians were greatly in- 
convenienced. 

Telegraph communication with the out- 
side world was cut off. The full force of 
.the storm was felt on the bay and the bar 
was so rough that vessels were unable to 
leave port. ’ 

North of the ferries craft of all sorts 
were tossed about like eggshells. The vio~: 
lent south wind stirred the bay intg a 
rolling tempestous sea, against which 
anchors were almost futile. Swel} after 
swell, each apparently heavier than the 
one preceding, pounded the vessels from 
the southerly  diréction and sent them 
drifting in dangerous proximity to one 
another drove them c'ose to the plers and 
to the islands and kept the tow boats 
busily engaged in efforts to prevent dis- 
ester. 

The transport Solace, with nothing but 
300 tons of coal to keep her down, broke 
from her anchorage off Beal street and 
careened about the bay like a drunken 
sailor. She drifted broadside on until a 
collision with the government steamer Al. 
batross seemed imminent, but she veered 
off in the nick of time. The wind and 
ewell caused her to drift helplessly, send- 
ing her finally toward the transport wharf 
at Folsom street. 

Transport Barely Escaped. 

The officers of the service gathered on 
the plier, fully expecting the Solace. to 
crash into the wharf. Fortunately the 
d‘rection of the swell carried the trans- 
port around until] she just cleared the 
buffer and swung out into the stream. 

The transports Hancock and. Rosecrans, 
which arrived from Manila last night, re- 
mained in the stream. No effort was 
made to land their passengers. 

The San Francisco light ship No. 70, 
located 7 miles from Point Lobos, parted 
her moorings durmng the height of the 
stcrm and was soon drifting toward the 
harbor, which she finally made. At the 
time she went astray the wind was blow- 
ing at the rate of 70 miles an hour. 

Three tlre2-story nouses were blown 
down in the mission district. 

The gale, as it swept over the presidilo 
reservation, left in its traif wreck and 
ruin. The signal officers of the reserva- 
tion say that at one time during the 
morning the wind was blowing at the 
rate of 60 miles an hour. 

Dozens of tents were wrenched from 
their positions and aft@ being carried. 
high in the air were landed yards away, 
where they were afterwards gathered up 
by the rain-soaked soldiers who had 
fought so hard to save them. The ma- 
jority of the tents simply collapsed un- 
der the pressure of the wind. 

“To the soldiers the wreck of the tents 
was a serious affair, for the majority 
of them had all their possessions under 
the tents and before they could col- 
lect their belongings they were thorough- 
ly soaked by rain. 

In the residence portion of the city, 
bordering on the military reserv@tion, 
Much damage was done to high fences 
and lofty chimneys. 

Pressure Very Low. 

Professor A. C. McAdie, of the weath- 
er bureau, made the following state- 
ment: 

“At 56 a. m. the pressure at Noah bay 
Was 29 inches, whicn is the lowest record- 
ed this year. The pressure as far south 
4s Roseburg, Oreg., was 29.10, thus show- 
ing, for over 400 miles along the north- 
ern coast a pressure geldom indicated on 
the barometric map. 

“At 9:40 at the weather bureau the 
barometer read 299.359 inches which, re- 
duced to sea level, gives 29.51 inches, the 
lowest noted here for a long time. The 
lowest pressure previously recorded at 
the weather bureau was 31 years agu, 
the pressure of 29.10 inches being recorded 
On February 22, 1871. 

‘‘Today’s recorded pressure is barely 1 
inch more than that at the time of the 
Galveston storm a year ago. The pres- 
sure at that time was 2%, which is the 
lowest ever recorded in the United 
States. 

“The wind at 9:45 this mornnig was 
blowing at the rate of 44 miles an hour 
and the direction was southeast. The 
storm will spread over the entire country 
west of the Rocky mountains. Southeast 
storm warnings were hoisted this mgn- 
ing along the entire coast from Eureka 
to Sandiag 

“T am afraid that the storm will do 
considerable mischs«@ at.sea and there 
may be danger also along the rising riv- 
ers,”” concluded Professor McAdie.

Stone Has Been Received 
by Her Family. 


ABANDONED IN NIGHT 
BY BAND OF BRIGANDS 


Miss Stone and Companion Waited 
* for’ Dawn and Then Made Their 
Way:to the City—Miss 
Stone in Good 
Health. \ 


Boston, February 25.—The first mes- 
sage from Miss Ellen M. Stone, the 
American missionary, to fier family and 
friends was received tonight by her 
brother, Charies A. Stone, of» Chelsea. 
The cablegram told of her release by 
the brigands and her warm welcome by 
Bulgarian friends in the village of Stru- 
mitza. It read as follows: 

‘Ristovatz, February 25, 1902.—Charles 
A. Stone, Chelsea, Mass.: Freed, thank 


God, and well after our captivity of 
nearly sig months. Yesterday, Sabbath 


daughter, Elena, and I fotind ourselves 
left by our abductors near a village an 
hour distant from Strumitza. For three 
hours we waited for dawn, then secured 
horses and came to this city. Kind 
hearted Bulgarian friends rushed from 
their houses ag soon as they caught a 
glimpse of the strange appearing travel- 
ers, took us in their arms from our 
horses, with tears and smiles and words 
of welcome, and led us in their house. 
Word was quickly sent to the friends 
engaged in their mourning service at 
church and they came, old and young, 
to greet us. What thanksgiving to God 
for this proof of His Satthtwiness to an- 
swer their prayers, for all, even the little 
children, had never ceased to pray for 
eheir lost friends. 

“Since that hour our waking time has 
been crowded with friends from the city 
and surrounding villages, who have 
brought us their heartfelt, congratulations 
for our deliverance.

Gargiulo, dragoman of the American le- 
g:tion, to this place, but the Turkish au- 
‘thorities r2fused him permission to dv 
so, declering they suspected him of con- 
niving at the capture of Miss Stone. 

Miss Stone and Mme. Tsilka are quar- 
ierec at the residence of M. Kimoff, a 
rrotestant pastor, where they greeted M. 
Gargiulo and Mr. House, the missionary, 
with considerable emotion. Heré they 
presented Mme. Tsilka’s baby and the 
man who had found them on the moun- 
tains at Gradachor to M. Gargiulo and 
Mr. Hovse. 

During the last fortnight of their cap- 
tivity the ladies have been traveling in 
the mountains They were hidden in the 
daytime 2nd were hurried along at night 
tiindfolded and or horseback. Upon one 
occasion Miss Stone's horse fell and she

with a badly bruised kree. 

At Strumitza the ladies have been bhusi- 
ly engaged in makirg dresses for them- 
selves and for the baby. When they were 
founc they were clad in native costumes 
and shepherds’ cicaks. The baby had no 
troper olothes, but was svaddled in 
pieces of rough material such as the 
mountaineers vse for leggings. The baby 
kas not suffered from the vigcrs of the 
winter.

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ROADS MAY UNITE 
FOR MACON DEPOT 


Plan Is on Foot to Consolidate in the 
Central Station. 


SITUATION BAD AT PRESENT 


If the Plan Is Carried to a Successful 
Conclusion, the Present Struc- 
ture Will Be Enlarged and 
Three More Tracks 
Laid. 


Macon, Ga., February 25.—(Special.)—A 
movement is on foot for the consolidation 
of all the railroads entering Macon in 
a union depot. It is proposed to use the 
present depot of the Central of Georgia 
railway, but to enlarge it in such a way 
as to enable the establishment of three 
more tracks, which, it is said, will give 
ample r@om for all the trains entering 
Macon for many years to come. 

It is well known that the Southern 
railway has wanted to get into the depot 
of the Central railway at this point for 
several years. Some months ago a promi- 
nent official of the Southern made a 
statement to the effect that the Southern 
had much rather use the depot of the 
Central at this point, but the official said 
the Southern people did not care to take 
the initiative in seeking to get to use 
the Central depot. 

It is also known that the Macon, Dub- 
lin and Savannah railroad would follow 
the Southern into the Central depot if 
the latter should make arrangements for 
the use of the depot. It is also well 
known that the Macon and Birmingham 
Officials are desirous of getting into the 
union depot with the other roces. It 
is now probable that all of the roads will 
be entering the present depot of the Cen- 
tral railroad within a few months. 

The Present Situation. 

The situation as it now stands is this: 
The Central railroad, the Georgia and 
the Georgia Southern and Florida, all 
use the properfy of the Central, as a 
depot. The Southern depot is located 
down on the river, on the side of wha‘ 
is known as Bridge row, 
district of Macon. It is a very undesira- 
able site, ahd no improvement has been 
made on the property for the past several 
years. 

The Southern people have realized for 

some time that sooner or later they 
would be compelled @ seek other quar- 
ters for a depot. The present location, 
in addition to being in a very undesirabi 
portion of thé city, is much too small 
for the business of the rcad at this point. 
For the past severa] months the Macon, 
Dublin and Savannah railroad has been 
using the depot of the Southern railway. 
The arrangement has been temporary, 
but it is conceded that this had would 
g0 with the Southern to the Central de- 
pot. 
Down at the foot of Oak Street, in a 
locality equally as undesirable as that 
occupied by the Southern railway, the 
Macon and Birmingham railroad has a 
little single room frame building which 
is used as the depot for that road. As 
has been stated, these people are very 
anxious to make a change of some kind, 
and they will either go into the Central 
depot or build an independent depot of 
their own ir. a more desirable locality. 

A few days ago there was some talk of 
the Southern railway building a deyeot 
of their own at the head of Second street, 
down on the voank of the Ocmulgée river. 
This location is little or no better than 


the depot a little nearer the business dis- 
trict of the city. The thern is anxious 
to make a change frofits present loca- 
tion, however, and if the arrangement for 
the roads to unit2 in the Central depot 
falls through it is probable that the Sec- 
ond street proposition will be the next 
best thing for the Southern to adopt. 


The Plan of Consolidation. 


The proposition ncw is this: for the 
Southern to abandon the idea of building 
on the Second street location, but to go 
into the Central depot; for the Macon, 
Dublin and Savannah railroad, which 
now has no depot of its own, to go with 
the Southern into the Central shed, and 
for the Macon and Birmingham to aban- 
don the idea of building a depot at any 
othcr point and go with the other roads 
into the Central depot. 

If these roads unite on the depot propo- 
sition. the Central will extend its shed 
from side to side so as to take in three 
additional tracks and probably add from 
40 to 60 feet to the length of the present 
structure, making the depot extend over 
Fifth street, providing for a viaduct or 
an underground subway at that crossing, 
which is now a very dangerous place on 
account of the great amount of travel by 
vehicles of various kinds crossing the 
railroad tracks at that point 

The proposition is a very feasible one 
and a prominent railroad official, in ‘talk- 
ing about the matter this afternoon, said: 

“I belleve the plans will be successfully 
carried out. The depct of the Central 
railroad at the corner of Fourth and Plum 
streets is the iogical location for such a 
structure and that depot is now one of 
the best in the south. The locations of 
the other railroads entering Macon are 
very undesirable and each of them would 
be glad to abandon them. I heartily fa- 
vor the plan and think the railroads now 
having -ndependent depots should come 
into the Central shed.” 

In the event the present plans are car- 
ried out it would be a great improvement 
on the present arrangements of the dif- 
ferent depots. 


IS HELD FOR SHOVING QUEER. 
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Alleged Counterfeiter Is Placed Un- 
der a Bond of $1,000. 
Valdosta, Ga., February %.—(Spectal.)— 
E. J. Griggs, arrested at Waycross on a 
charge of counterfeiting. was brought to 
Valdosta, together with his wife and chil- 
dren, and given a commitment trial today 

before Commissioner J. M. Johnson. 

Griggs was bound over to the United 
States court in Savannah under a bond 
of $1,000. His wife will be tried on Thurs- 
day. 

Griggs is a brother fn law of James 
Smith, alias C. W. Jennings, who was ar- 
rested at Jacksonville, Fla., Saturday 
charged with passing counterfeit coin. 
The two men moved to Waycross from 
South Carolina a few weeks ago. Soon 
afterwards a large amount of spurious 
coin was found in circulation there, and 
it is said that the government detectives 
soon traced it to Griggs and Smith. Over 
$200 in counterfeit money was found on 
Smith when he was arrested, and a raid 
on Griggs’ home disclosed an elaborate 
set of counterfeiting molds and about $40 
in spurious coin.

Her physician informed Mrs. Jackson 
of the nature of the -disease, but she 
stated that she and her granddaughter 
had been recently vaccinated and refused 
to leave her residence. The case of 
smallpox is of very mild form. 

Over one hundred postal clerks who 
came into Charlotte today found hotels 
end boarding houses closed to them be- 
cause two or more of their number had 
Ceveloped smallpox.

MOTHERS MEET IN CONGRESS. 


Called to Order by Mrs. Theo Birney, 
the President. 

Washington, February %5.—Despite the 
unfavorable weather, a large audience 
greeted Mrs. Theo W. Birney, the presi- 
dent, when she called the congress .of 
mothers to order. 

Annual reports were read by Mrs. Rob- 
ert R. Cottman, of Bruce, N. C., the cor- 
responding secretary, and Mrs. Joseph P. 
Mumford, of Philadelphia, the recording 
secretary. 

Miss Harriet A. Marsh, of Detroit, 
Mich.. said she enjoyed the unenviable 
position of being the only ‘‘miss’’ belong- 
ing to the organization. 

She recommended the establishment in 
each state of a bureau for the prepara- 
tion and distribution of lesson papers and 
other Mterature on the relative values of 
foods and their preparation for children; 
the general care of children; the impor- 
tance to them of cleanliness, fresh air 
and pure water. This information, she 
urged, could be disseminated through the 
medium of the public school. In fact, she 
said, these subjects could be taught in 
high schools and colleges, and communi- 
cable diseases might be treated in the 
same way. 

Mrs. Herman H. Birney, of Philadel- 
rhia, urged the establishment of libraries 
of children’s books. 

An interesting paper was read by Miss 
Mary D. Runyon, of Columbia university, 
cn young children’s literature. “That Lit- 
erature is bad for children,” said Miss 
Runyon, “which portrays motives and 
ideals beyond their imagination.” 

At the conclusion of her remarks the 
delegates plied her with questions re- 
garding the effect on children of illustrat- 
ed newspapers and certain books, which 
brought on considerable discussion, the 
consensus of opinion being that ‘‘funny” 
pictures which appear from time to time 
in the newspapers are hurtful.

HER CLAIM TO RICH OIL FIELDS 
IS SUSTAINED. 


From This Suit She Will Receive an 
Income of $5,000 Per 
Month. 


New Orleans, February 2%.—The federal 
court of appeals today sustained Mrs. 
Annie E. Snow’s claim to one-eighteenth 
life ‘interest in the wells in the Veatch 
survey, the richest portion of the Beau- 
mont oil flelds. 

Mrs. Snow: keeps a small hotel in Cali- 
fornia, and paid no attention to the waste 
lands until oil was discovered, when she 
set up her claim for the share inherited 
through her children.

Today’s decision is 
final.

Many of them lived to be 
very old. Her second husband was 
John Long, of Washington. One child 


survives, Mrs. Numa Oliver, of Adeline, 
La. Long himself disappeared and wag 
never afterwards heard of. Mrs. Long 
leaves five great grandchildren and five 
great great grandchildren, the latter re- 
siding in Cleveland, Ohio. Her husband 
was related to David Crockett and Bai- 
ley Peyton. 

Mrs. Long was a ¢ypical Acadian, al- 
ways hale and hearty, with snow white 
hair and fair complexion. She was never 
sick until Christmas, when she con- 
tracted a cold which ended her life. 

She wore no glasses, even in her iJast 
days; spoke nothing but French, but 
read English, and was an enthustastic 
reader of English newspapers and wrote 
correspondence well in English.

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A Juvenile Asylum Needed. 

There is a large screw loose in our 
charities and correction system, if we 
really have any such system,. when 
such anomalies are presented as the 
cases of Jimmie Steele and Pink Gen- 
tle, related in The Constitution yes- 
terday. ; 

These boys, 10 and 12 years of age, 
were outcasts upon our streets and 
showing the symptoms of a drift into 
vicious associations and probable 


crime. They were arrested, humanely 
enough, by the police as loiterers and 
vagrants. The city recorder can only 
deal with them as such, because they 
have committed no actual crime for 
which they can be committed to a 
criminal court. The county reforma- 
tory is only for juvenile criminals and 
the recorder is barred from sending 
the boys there. He had no recourse 
except to send them to the city stock- 
ade to consort there with, the most 
vicious and degraded scum of our 
streets and purlieus. 

This plain statement of the facts is 
enough to make every good man and 
woman in Atlanta blush for the insuf- 
ficiency of our correctional facilities. 
There should, by all means, be in At- 
lanta some sort of instftution where 
such homeless and helpless waifs can 
be housed, disciplined and trained, and 
given the inspirations and opportuni- 
ties to useful and honorable living. 

The opening of such a house of ref- 
uge for our city derelicts of tender 
years is not due to lack of means. 
We have plenty of money for the pur- 
pose. There is no difficulty in finding 
it when salaries are to be enlarged, or 
tablets of honor purchased, or other 
alleged necessaries desired. The plea 
of poverty will not answer this requisi- 
tion. 

We have men and women of Chris- 
tian activity and notable philanthropy 
in’ Atlanta. They can find no more 
worthy or necessitous class in the com- 
munity on whose welfare. to combine 
their e®torts than the boys and girls 
who are going at large upon our 
streets and who will inevitably be- 
come criminals and worse, if they are 
not isolated from evil and instructed 
in the arts and aspirations of nonest 
living. 

Whoever will move first in this mat- 
ter and stir the city council, the 
churches and the charitable to remedy 
this great defect in our municipal ma- 
chinery will be greater than the build- 
erof anew aepot, or the organizer of 
a new factory, or the developer of a 
new society fad. Here is an oppor- 
tunity for those who love “‘the least of 
these,”

the good old liberty-loving common- 
wealth of Kentucky, that a city ordi- 
nance has been prepared providing 
that ministers of all denominations 
shall pay a quarterly license at the 
rate of $50 per annum. It is explained 
tnat this license is to be imposed— 
For the reason that of late they have 
been trying to butt into politics and at- 
tempting by advancing unwise theories 
to take a hand in the conduct of muni- 


| cipal affairs. 


That brings up a very wide and 
strenuous issue. Fundamentally, of 
course, a preacher can be charged a 
fee for talking for pay as much so as 
the lawyer or the street peddler. How 
far the exaction of such license could 
be construed as a limitation upon free 
speech and the freedom of religion 
would be for the courts to decide.’ We 
are not particularly concerned about 
that mere detail. 

The real point is whether the tax, 
being confessedly imposed upon 
those who “butt into politics” can be 
justly exacted of those who do not 
“butt into politics,” or into anything 
else of a sublimary sort? There are 
some preachers certainly who do feel 
called upon, occasionally or often, to 
meddle in politics, and there are oth- 
ers who are as shy of anything called 
politics as they are of the devil him- 
self. 

The ministry is divided and the peo- 
ple generally are at odds as to wheth- 
er a preacher ought ever to forsake 
an eye-single pursuit of “the pure 
gospel” and take any part in the po- 
litical affairs of city, state or nation. 
There will always be confusion of 
counsel upon that point. Indeed, it 
is 80 much a matter of personal elec- 
tion that no rule for wholesale con- 
duct can be imposed upon the min- 
istry. 

There are preachers who believe 
that “so long as the pews are full of | 
voters the pulpit should be full of 
politics” of the moral sort. When they 
believe that the good of the people is 
being invaded or sacrificed by politics 
that favor or protect or establish im- 
moralities, they deem it their duty to 
cry aloud against such politics and 


spare not. 


The public has its rights, also, and 
can go to hear the non-political or the 
political parson as it chooses. No man 
can be compelled to hear either. - But 


.to license the preacher because he 
touehes upon politics upon certain 
urgent occasions is to recognize and 


authorize his right to cut in on all 
campaigns and play a full hand in 
every political game that looks invit- 
ing to him. We very much fear the 
Louisville scheme is dangerous*for the 
inventors. It will give an open door 
tothe man who handles the Gatling 
gun of the gospel. 


Americans Living in Adopted States. 


As surprising as it may seem, at 
least one-fiftu of the native born peo- 
ple of this country have wandered 
away from the old _ paternal home- 
steads and are living in adopted states. 
Estimating the native population of 
the country .n round numbers at 65,- 
000,000, there are not less than 13,000,- 
000 today living in states remote fron. 
the ones which gave them birth. 

This migratory instinct has always 
been strongly developed in the Amer- 
ican character and it no doubt springs 
from the restless spirit which prompt: 
ed our primitive Aryan ancestors to 
emerge from the original family 
haunts in the heart of Asia 
and to seek the more. alluring 
plains of Europe. But~ whatever 
the source of this peculiar. ten- 
dency may be its impelling force has 
been an important factor in the build- 
ing up of our national life and char- 
acter, causing us constantly to seek 
new arenas of action and in this way 
keeping the blood of the nation from 
becoming sluggish and stagnant. 

Thus, while the effect of this ten- 
dency has been to make us proverbial 
r_vers, it has not prevented us from 
gathering moss nor has it obscured 
within us the wholesome’ sentiment 
which links us to the old home places. 
We have Virginia societies in Georgia 
and Georgia societies in Virginia, 
keeping alive within us the flame of 
love for the old birthlands and making 
it burn the brighter in the glow of the 
broader patriotism.

BAD AS THE FALL OF ADAM 


So Champ Clark Refers .o the Elec 
tion of Mr. Cleveland. 


CALAMITY TO HUMAN RACE 


Missouri Humorist No Admirer of 
Former President—Richardson 
on the Pacific Cable. 


Washington, Febuary 2.—The house 
today passed the diplomatic and consular 
appropriation bill. It was the fifth of 
the regular annual supply measures to 
be sent to the senate at this session. 
Many amendments cf importance were 
adopted. The feature of the day was 
the speech of Mr. Richardson, of Ala- 
bama, in reply to Mr. Corliss’ speech @ 
few days ago in favor of the construction 
of a Pacific rable bv the government. 

Mr. Champ Clark, of Missouri, made a 
characteristic speech, in which he re- 
ferred to the election of Mr. Cleveland 
as “the greatest calamity that has be- 
fallen the human race since the fall of 
Adam.” 

Mr. Richardson denied that the Com- 
mercial Cable Company had been offered 
a subsidy by Germany to land on the 
Marshall islands. The company, he said, 
was prepared, if it was practicable, to 
build an all-American cable. He ridi- 
culed Mr. Corliss’ description of this 
company as an “octopus.” He warned 
the members of the house not to decide 
the question until the facts on both 
sides had been regularly and finally 
presented. 

Richardson Scores Corliss. 

Referring to the criticisms by Mr. Cor- 
liss of the offer of the Commercial Cablé 
Company, Mr. Richardson characterized 
it as “the violent and aggressive lan- 
guage that the gentleman from Michi- 
gan uses throughout both of his un- 
timely delivered speeches when he re- 
fers to the cable company which made 
a simple and plain proposition to build 
this cable without asking a subsidy from 
the government.” 

Continuing, Mr. Richardson said: “How 
can the United States government re- 
strict privileges to foreign cables by a 
foreign government simply because the 
United States cable connects with such 
foreign government? The only way it 
can refuse to connect with foreign cables 
would be for a United States government 
cable or a United States cable corpora- 
tion to encircle the globe and thereby 
bring about the, octopus monopoly s0 
greatly dreaded by the gerftleman from 
Michigan. Every American cable in the 
Atlantic connects with the foreign cable 
companies in Europe. It is remarkable 
logic to undertake to make American 
companies responsible for the exclusive 
privileges possessed by foreign compa- 
nies.”’ 

Relative to the charges that Germany 
offered a subsidy to have the cable 
land on the Marshall isiands, instead 
of Guam, Mr. Richardson said it had 
been denied by the Commercial Cable 
Company. He said the speech of Mr. 
Corliss indicated that he “surely must 
rcrsess wéll defined populistic views and | 
tenden-ies.”’ 

Mr. Richardson also said: 

“Here is a company that offers to build 
this cable, that has a contract already 
let for a part of it, that obligates it- 
self to build it by 195 without a single 
dollar of subsidy from the government. 
In the last congress the proposition was 
for the government to pay $400,000 an- 
nually for twenty years.”’ 

Consular Service Discussed. 

An extended discussion occurred on the 
consular service, Mr. Grosvenor main- 
taining that the present consuls were 
rendering excellent service, while Messrs. 
Feeley (Illinois), Gaines (Texas), Greén 
(Pennsylvania) and others urged a re- 
form in the system. 

Mr. Newlands (Nevada) took océasion 
to defend his plan for the ultimate an- 
nexation of Cuba, from the charge jjat 
the preliminary grant of customs con- 
cessions was a move “to blackmail the 
island into annexation.”’ 

Mr. Champ Clark, of Missouri, made 
a characteristic speech, urging that in- 
stead of criticising the present consular 
system definite plans for bettering the 
system should be presented.

LWELY SESSION 
OF POLICE BOARD 


Four Policemen, Two Under 
Charges, Resign 


Chairman English Speaks of More 
Responsibiiity on Chief and 
Says He Is Equal to It. 
Lively Spat Between 
Two Officers. 


The police board held one of its red- 
hot meetings last night, with many in- 
teresting features, the leading ones of 
which were: . An unprecedented record 
of four resignations; the formal transfer 
of the “‘more power” rule to the chief; 
a lively spat between a patrolman and 
a captain; and the trial of one officer 
under charges. 

Of the four resignations two were from 
men who were under charges and tv; 
from men who quit. because they wanted 
to go into other. work. Never before 
in the history of the police department 
have as many as four Atlanta police- 
men resigned at one time. 

Officer C. L. Chogsewood, who was on 
the detective force, resigned because his 
health forced him to seek less irksome 
employment. Officer James L.. Cruss2ll6 
resigned on accdunt of his health not 
permitting him to further serve as a 
policeman. Officer J. T. Kimbrough sent 
in his resignation while two: charges 
were pending against him, one for falil- 
ing to perform a duty and the other for 
not living es became ean officer of the 
police force. He stated that he had de- 
cided to résign rather than get up a tur- 
moil and worry and bother his friends 
and the police board. His resignation 
was accepted with the understanding 
that the fact there were charges against 
kim should be spread upon the minutes. 

Officer John Dodd was allowed to re- 
sign ‘while there were charges against 
him of not properly patrolling his beat, 
end the board ordered the charges placed 
on the minutes with the resignation. 

The More Power Law. 

Chairman English asked that the or- 
dinance recently adopted by the city 
council, changing rules of the depart- 
ment, be officially received and read. 
The ordinance gave full power to the 
chief of police when the board was not 
in session, made it optional with the 
board whether or not a drinking police- 
man should be suspended or discharged, 
and gave the chief the right to suspend 
& Man for any number of days until the 
board should take action in the case. 

Chaiiman English said the board had 
nothing now to do except to meet and 
transact what business might come be- 
fore it. 

“The cHange does not affect me as 
chairman,’’ said Captain English, ‘‘for 
I have never sought to interfere with the 
chief when thé board was not in session. 
The new law places much responsibility 
on the chief, but I belleve he will be 
equal to it and we have no reason to 
fear anything in that direction. As soon 
as the law was passed I informed the 
chief that 1 would no longer direct him 
and that he must carry out the law as 
he found it.’’ 

Rakestraw on Trial. 

Patrciman R. A. Rakestraw was ar- 
raigned on the charge of failing to prop- 
«rly patrol his beat. Captain Thompson 
who reported him stated he could aot 
find Officer Rakestraw for two hours on 
‘he morning of February 17. 

“I walked the Dbeat,’’ stated the cap- 
tain, ‘‘for nearly two hours and did not 
find Patrolman Rakestraw. He told me 
he had been to a milk dairy to get a 
glass of milk.’’ 

Several witnesses testified they saw ‘Of- 
ficer Rakestraw on his beat during a 
portion of the time Captain Thompson 
claimed he was not there. 

In his staement the officer said he went 
to the dairy because other superior of- 
ficers had allowcd him to do so and 
this was substantiated by the officers 
he named. He said he was at the dairy 
about fifteen minutes. Later he went 
to a mar'tet to warm and was there 
about ten minutes. At another time he 
was in a livery stable for about ten min- 
utes warming. 

A Warm Cross-Fire. 

In making his statement Rakestraw 
said: 

“When Captain Thompson came up to 
me and said: ‘Rakestraw where in the 
devil have you been and what in the 
hell have you been doing.’’’ 

Captuin Thompson straightened up and 
said quietly: 

“That is not the truth.’ 

“Why Captain,” said Rakestraw, “you 
know you said it.’’ 

“IT say thet that is untrue,” 
captain slowly. 

“Well, my word is as good as yours,’’ 
replied the officer on trial, “and I 
know ——’”’ 

The chairman rapped his gfvel 
called for order as he said: 

“T den’t wish to hear anything more 
of that. Not another word.”’ 

The board in executive session found 
Rakestraw guilty of not prcperly pa- 
troling his beat and instructed the chief 
to reprimand him before his watch. 

When an invitation to the board was 
read asking the commissioners to attend 
a lecture by Rev. Sam P. Jones at Big 
Bethel (negro) church, for the benerit 
of Morris Brown college, Commissiéner 
Fox moved to lay it on the table, but he 
was vcted dewn and the invitation was 
accepted.

Desperate Burglars Try to Rob 
John Hartman and Wife 


Police Working on Very Sensational 
Case Reported Yesterday—Nar- 
row Escape of thg Hart- 
mans from Robbery 
and Death. 


Foiled in their repeated attempts to rob 
John Hartmaa and his wife, of No. 3 
Elia street desperate burglars resorted 
to the use of drugs to murder their vic- 
tims Monday night and the police began 
yesterday morning to ferret out the 
criminals.

The old. building in which they Hve wa3 
formerly used by the natio ral govern- 
ment as quarters for the soldiers station- 
eG in the city before Fort McPnerson was 
estabiished. Several families, all as poor, 
if not’ poorer, than John Hartman and his 
wife, room in the old house. 

Had His Pension Money. 

Last week John Hartman received his 
pension and the money was hidden away 
in a little trunk which has dene service 
for a half century. Friday night Mrs. 
Hartman awoke and heard some one try- 
ing To break open the door. She screamed 
and aroused her husband. Footsteps were 
heard running away down the hall. 

Saturday. night three white men were 
caught by a woman who lives in a room 
adjoining that occupied by the Hartmans 
trying to bore holes in the door with an 
augur. She gave the alarm and the burg- 
lars escaped. : 

Sunday night a lkadder Was placed 
agairvst the window of the Hartman room 
and the breaking of the ladder cauged 
the burglars to give up their third at- 
tempt to rob the old couple. 

Chloroform Was Used. 

Monday night Mrs: Hartman was 
awakened from suffocation and stagger- 
ing to the window she let :n the fresh air 
to gave herself and husband. Outside in 


the hall some one had gent the fumes of 


chloroform into the room through the 
cracks mm the wooden partition. The bed 
occupied by the aged man ard woman 
was against the partition. 

Yesterday morning the police were noti- 
fied of the attempt to murder and rob 
Hartman and his wife and Chief Ball 
piaced the matter in the hands of his 
most skilled detectives.

Terrell yesterday. 

Mr. Guerry attacked the record and 
present attitude of Mr. ‘Terrell, say- 
ing~he was the candidate of the rail- 
road ring and the Liquor Dealers’ As- 
sociation; that everg whisky drummer 
in the state and every bartender were 
for Terrell and that he was put for- 
ward by a ring of politicians from 
different parts of the state, who had 
pledged him their counties in advance. 

He accused Mr. Terrell of being op- 
posed to prohibition. Alluding to 
Terrell’s claims of having never been 
discharged by a railroad, he gave as 
the reason that when a railroad com- 
pany wanted a politician all they 
wanted to know was if he was on 
their side, but when they wanted a 
lawyer they wanted a “sure enough 
lawyer.”

Sonn conducted the Fretwell Cigar Com- 
pany until a short time ago. 

Fretwell claims that on February 19, 
Jast Wednesday, while sitting at a table 
in a saloon, conversing with a friend, he 
was arrested by two city detectives and 
escorted to the private office of Sonn, at 
114% South Broad street, being followed 
by Sonn and his attorney. On arrival 
there, .it is claimed, Sonn demanded of 
Fretwell certain cigars, claimed to have 
been removed from the Fretwell Cigar 
Company.

They petition the government to imme- 
diately investigate reports that “the so- 
cial evil’’ is Hc®nsed by the government 
in the Philippines, and that the United 
States flag is floating from windows of 
licensed brothels in Manila and in va- 
rious island possessions of the govern- 
ment, and ask for the abolishing of these 
practices if found to exist. 

Other resolutions advocate arbitration, 
mediation and conciliation to settle diffi- 
culties and urge women to help to ad- 
vance negro conditions by aid and sup- 
port of kindergartens and day nurseries 
in the south.

TEACHERS FIGHT 
AGAINST LOSS 


Interesting Question Arises Out of As- 
signment of Bank. 


TEACHERS’ MONEY DEPOSITED. 


The Sum of $5,000 Was Borrowed 
by County School Commissioner 
Acting on the Authority 
of the County 
Board. 


An interesting question ¢has arisen in 
Warren county as the result of the as- 
signment of a bank in which was depos- 
ited about $5,000 which thad been borrow- 
ed for the purpose of paying the school 
teachers of the county, in advance of the 


time the money was forthcoming from 
the state. 

The loan was negotlated by the county 
school commissioner, it is stated, with 
the consent of the board of education of 
Warren county. The money was borrow- 
ed and placed in the Warrenton ‘bank. 
Shortly afterward the bank made ar as- 
signment, with the teachers’ money tied 
up. 

The result is a contest hag arisen be- 
tween fhe county school commission and 
the teachers as to who shall suffer the 
loss. The teachers say it wag not bor- 
rowed with their consent and in fact they 
had all along opposed paying 7 per cent 
discount for the money. They claim that 
they were not consulted and did not re- 
quest that the loan be negotiated. 

The county school commissioner holds 
that the loan having ‘been made with 
the authority and consent of the county 
board, and having been made for the 
benefit of the teachers, the loss must fall 
upon them. 

This is the shape in which the question 
was presented to Attorney General Boy- 
kin Wright and to State School Commis- 
Sioner G. R. Glenn. Letters were receiv- 
ed at the capitol from'J: L. Birdsong and 
B. BH. Minchener, two prominent teachers 
of Warren county, stating’ the case as 
given herewith, and asking if the teach- 
ers could in any way be held responsible 
for the loss. 

While Attorney General Wright has the 
matter still under consideration and has 
not reached a final conclusion as to the 
law in the case, he is of the opinion that 
under no circumstanceg will the teachers 
lose their money. 

The case presents some interesting 
points. There is a question as to wheth- 
er a county schoo] commfssioner has a 
right to negotiate such a Joan. If he has 
not and it is not a legal loan it may be 
fhe loss will have to fall on the lender, 
unless he can get it out of the commis- 
sioner. If it was a legal loan, the as- 
pect of the case is somewhat changed, 
and the commissioner and his bondsmeff 
can, perhaps, be held responsible. The 
matter, however, is still under investiga- 
tion by the attorney general and the state 
school commissioner. 


INSURANCE NOTES. 


In Nig twenty-third annual report to 
the policy holders of the Fidelity Mutual, 
President L. G. Fouse presents some very 
interesting facts and figures concerning 
suicide in justification of the stand which 
his company, together with nearly all 
the prominent life companies, takes as 
to the payment of losses caused by death 
from suicide within short periods after 
the issuance of the policy. President 
Fouse says: 

‘Having called attention to what is 
generally known as the ‘open door’ pol- 
icy, which means practically no restric- 
tions, it is proper to call attention to 
and explain the Fidelity’s policy clauses. 

“Sulcide is a risk not assumed by the 
company within the first two years, and 
thereafter the policy is incontestable for 
any cause except nonpayment of pre- 
miums. Among the forty-seven of the 
more prominent life companies in this 
country only four have no restrictions 
as to suicide. The other forty-three 
have a clause similar to that of the Fl- 
delity. It is not probable that the forty- 
three are wrong and the four right. 

“The increase in suicide, as shown by 
the statistics collected with great: care 
by The Chicago Tribune, is simply start- 
ling. In 1891 there were 3,531 suicides, 
and in 1901, 7,245, an increase of 105 per 
cent, while the increase in population has 
been 20 per cent only. Of the 7,245 sul- 
cides in 1901, only 674 are ascribed to 
insanity; 618 to ill health. 

“I am convinced from my observation 
that suicides, although for prudd@tial 
reasons frequently specified in the proofs 
of loss as accidental deaths, have in- 
creased among insured lives at least 
200 per cent during the last decade. 
While suicides from insanity end ib 
health should not veid claims, and never 
do in any well managed company, public 
morality and the uplifting of humanity, 
common honesty and equity demand that 
wiiful or intentional suicidgs should ren- 
der claims void; but as these are not al- 
ways easy to distinguish from uninten- 
tional suicides, it is mecessary for a life 
company to have a clause in its Qoli- 
clés similar to that of the Fidelity’s, 
by which suicide is a risk not assumed 
the-first two years, , 

“The records of several companies show 
that the admitted suicides and those eov- 
ered by some other alleged cause during 
the first two pou.cy years are as great in 
number as they are in the next ten years. 
This in- itself demonstrates that suicide 
is frequently ‘contéhiplated at the time 
insurance is appiied for. It is the cow- 
ardly device of the degenerate or crim- 
inal to make provision for those whom 
he has wronged or neglected.”
